Port Arthur during a snowstorm four 
nights ago. He also says it is report- 
ed that the Japanese were compelled 
to evacuate their position on Else 
mountain, owing to a flanking fire from 
other forts and the explosion of Rus- 
sian mines, from which they lost heav- 
ily. 
The Japanese, the correspondent 


adds, are 
employing thousands of 


coolies in making strong forts at Dalny 
and around Port Arthur. 
They ex- 


jiiess a determination to capture Port 
Arthur before the Chinese New Year. 
An attack is now preparing that will 
he on a hitherto unequalled scale, and 
it will mean either success or terrible 
disaster to the beseigers. The co-re- 
spondent concludes by saying that it 
is stated that General Nogi has asked 
for 60,000 reinforcements from Japan. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch says: 


The czar is holding councils daily, at 
which it is understood the internal 
situation in Russia is being thoroughly 
discussed. Among those who are at- 
tending the councils are Grand Duke 
Michael, the brother of the emperor, 
ministers and members of the council 
of the empire, including Prince Sviato- 
polk-Mirsky, minister of the interior; 
M. Witte, president of the ministerial 
council, and others. 
Prince Sviato- 


polk-Mirsky laid before the council the 
addresses and resolutions adopted by 
the congress of zemstvos, which was 
held here last month. Prince Sviato- 
polk-Mirsky, M. Witte and Count 
Solsky favored a policy of concession, 
but the others opposed such a policy 
on ground that the demands of the 
zemstvoists were subversive of the 
essential principles of the autocracy. 
In the opinion of the council it is not 
the time to entertain proposals look- 
ing to a change in the existing form 
of government while war is in pro- 
gress and it was decided to discourage 
political agitation. Measures will be 
drawn up relative to the distress con- 
sequent upon mobilization.

That would 
be 16 publications in November, and 11 
publications in December would equal 
:!o, jbefore the 15th ot December. The 
next reason giveu was that in the no- 
tice of sale the figure "1" in the num- 
ber of the section of the statutes re- 
ieried to did not appear in some of the 
later publications of the notice in one 
newspaper. Of course, this was mere- 
ly a typographical error. But it mads 
no difference anyway, for the reason 
that, in the first place, the law does 
not require that the statutes or date of 
ordinance should be reiened to in the 
notice, and second, the law only re- 
quires one publication 30 days prior to 
the sale, and that one publication was 
all right. 


On Saturday following the date fixed 


for salo, the city received a proposition 
to sell the bonds at private sale.

public sale." 


The necessity for quick action was

Their effort to sell the bonds at public 
sale had been blocked by injunction.

that this city ever received, at any 
Lime of its history. A lew months 
since the city sold an issue of $58,157 
worth of bonds, which average^ four- 
teen years, nine months, at 5 per cent 
They sold at $107.38, or on a basis of 
4 313 per cent, which made a premium 
of $t400. This sale was made after 
(he fullest aud most complete competi- 
tion possible. The highest sealed bid 
received at this sale was for a pre- 
mium ot $3800. All bids were rejected 
and the bond men bid lor them orally. 


The records of the city show that up 


to this time this sale was the best the 
city ever made. 


In comparison with this sale it will 


be seen that the offer made to purcahse 
the Water Worts bonds was the best 
this city ever receded for any bonds 
it ever sold. This issue is for $300,- 
000 ,averaging 10 years and 
eight 


month \ at 4 1-2 per cent. They sold 
at $103 ."S3, making a premium of S10,- 
1=iO, which is on a basis ot 4 iM 
per 


cent. If the Water Works bonds had 
Fold on the same basis as the other is- 
sue referred to the premium •would 
have been $7530, instead of the 510.150 
actually received. 


Accordingly a meeting of the finance 


committee, mayor and 
auditor was 


called, and every one notiPed of it. 
They met, all present but Mr. Miller, 
who was sa'd to have been in New 
York, and accepted the bid and n.ade 
the sale. There was no secrecy about 
it. Every man was notifed who the 
law required should be notified, but we 
didn't s?o to the water company or ita 
agents and tell them, and wt didn't do 
so for the very good reason that we 
knew this sale would be enjoined by 
Mr. "Tax Payer" just as quickly as, 
was the public sale. 


Outside of the finance committee the 


members of Council were not noticed 
because the law does not require that 
they 
should be notified. 
Thev had 


nothlncr to oo with the sale; aud be- 
cause we knew that if certain mem- 
bers were notified wo might just as 


water compam- and its agents

The statement in Tuesday night's 


Advocate that local parties, "a Newark 
bank," had offered twice the premium 
received, purporting to be the state- 
ment of Flory & Flory, is an absolute 
falsehood. No offer 
was made by a 


Newark bank until yesterday, 
after 


the sale, and when they knew ic could 
lot be accepted, and was mado. of 
course, for the sole purpose of foment- 
ing adverse nublic opinion. klf a New- 
ark bank or any other bank, or *irm of 
bond buyers had desired to bid lor the 
bonds, they could have done so. Ev- 
erybody had the same charce as did 
the two firms who did bid, aud the 
only bill received was from the parties 
to whom the sale was made. 


The statement that a certified entry 


of the dissolution of the injunction 
was earned to Cleveland and used to 
influence the decision of the attorneys 
there consulted is also false. The in- 
junction hai nothing to do with the 
sale, did not affect it in any way, and 
was not dissolved for the purpose of 
making the private sale. 
The com- 


mand of that injunction was not dis 
obeyed.

Washington, Dec. 22.—Representa- 


tive Henry of Connecticut, introduced 
a bill "to secure the full use of the 
United States rural mail equipment 
and to plate the rural service on a 
paying basis." The bill provides "that 
within the limits of the respective 
rural routes, served by post wagons, 
parcels of mail matter shall be col- 
lected and delivered house to house 
by the carriers, in weight up to 200 
pounds, and in dimensions up to a 
barrel, no parcel, however, to be more 
than six feet in length." The bill 
specifies that the rates on parcels shall 
be one cent for eight ounces or less; 
two cents for a pound; five cents for 
from one to 11 pounds; 10 cents for a 
half bushel, 30 pounds; 15 cents for 
a bushel; 20 cents for a half barrel, 
and 25 cents for a barrel. 


The president discussed with call- 


ers proposed legislation regarding the 
question of railroad freight rebates 
and the question of empowering the 
interstate commerce commission with 
authority to adjust freight rates where 
found to be excessive 
Among those 


who talked with the president were 
Secretary Morton and E. P. Bacon, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The president is anxious that 
legislation in the interest of shippers 
be enacted at the earliest practicable 
date and the matter was considered by 
him with many of his recent callers. 
It was stated by one of the president's 
callers that Attorney General Moody 
now was engaged in the preparation 
of a bill which, substantially, would 
embody the views of the administra- 
tion on the question and the meas- 
ures would be presented to congress 
probably soon after the holiday recess. 


Senator Heyb'urn of Idaho, had an 


extended talk with the president on 
the subject of federal charters for cor- 
porations doing an interstate com- 
merce business. The senator indi- 
cated his intention to introduce In the 
senate after 
the holiday recess a 


measure providing for the incorpora- 
tion under United States laws of all 
corporations doing an interstate bus- 
iness. The bill, as proposed by Sen- 
ator Heyburn, will-T>rovide that cor- 
porations now in existence must take 
out federal charters and that such cor- 
porations as may be organized there- 
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VANATTA.
